I am 
anxious to have something of this kind as soon as possible, 
and would appreciate it if you can send me a copy of yours, 
which I can go over before tha next Board Meeting, and perhaps 
make changes necessary for our set-up. Rather imagine that 
they will adop£ whatever I may suggest if practical. Of course 
we have always one person who questions and holds up everything. 

Did you hear that The Board of Supervisors of Woodbury 
County is being sued, or at least there is to be a hearing 
to show if they can levy the Library taxes against the village 
of Correctionville ? The Board has decided not to get into it - 
Believe this is best due to the ill feeling that it might cause 
as well as the publicity and money involved in a law suit. 

Think eventually that this will have to be settled by the State; 
if a community may withdraw after they have established a tax 
supported library. If not it will cost Correctionville a tax 
of four and fraction mills, supporting both libraries. More
